MANILA, Sunday, Dec. 21 
(AP), -— Army headquarters 
announced today that due to 
communication difficulties the 
situation at Japanese-invaded 
Davao, on Mindanao Island, is

No word has been received from 
there since yesterday afternoon. 


A brief communique disclosed 
that an aerial bombardment was 
carried out against Davao by the 
Japanese before they sent troops 
ashore from four transports in the 
early Saturday dawn. 

The announcement said the sit- 


Luzon Island, where the Japanese 
have established small beach heads 
on the north, northwest and south- 
eastern coasts. 

Davao is heavily Japanese popu- 
lated and the invaders apparently 
chose that port for the landing. 
with the idea of obtaining support 
from “fifth columnists” among 
their number. 

In Strong Force. 

Presumably the Japanese came 
ashore in fairly substantial forces. 
Informed sources here believe the 
Davao campaign may develop into 
the most important land battle yet 
in the Philippine archipelago. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s head- 
quarters announced yesterday aft- 
ernoon that heavy fighting was 
under way with ground defense 
forces, long-prepared for just such 
an attempt, opposing the invaders. 
Doubtless these forecgs were sup- 
ported by American planes. . 

Heretofore, initial Japanese 
landings have been unopposed by 
ground troops, except at Lingayen, 
northwest of Manila on Luzon is- 
land, where the Nipponese were 
pushed back ineo the sea last 
week, 

The island defenders were just 
&s well prepared to meet the Japa- 
nese at Davao, 600 miles by land 
and sea from Manila, as they were 
at Lingayen, In addition, fierce, 
knife-wielding Moros who inhabit 
Mindanao by the thousands are ex- 
pected to aid the regular military 
forces.

AXIS LIBYA ARMY IN FLIGHT 


British Assert Foe’s Re- 
treat in Desert Has 
Turned Into Rout, With 
Main Forces Now Back 


in Bengasi Area. 


CAIRO, Dec. 20 (AP).—Axis re- 
sistance in Libya has all but col- 
lapsed and the British are in full 
chase of Gen. Erwin Rommel’s 
army, fleeing westward in rout al- 
most to Bengasi, the British de- 
clared tonight. 

So fast is the pursuit, it was 
said, that the British have been 
hard-pressed to stay on the 
enemy's heels and much of the 
job of smashing the Axis’ last rem- 
nants of strength has fallen to the 
Royal Air Force. 

The main body of the retreating 
Axis army is now in the Western 
Geb El Akhdar Mountains, a 
coastal range whose western end 
extends to south of Bengasi, the 
British said, 

The rout was said to have lit- 
tered desert roads with destroyed 


and burning tanks, guns and ve- 
hicles, 


Derna Occupied. 


After occupying tne port of 
Derna and Mekili, 40 miles south 
of Derna, the British were said 
to have pushed their advance pa- 
trols 60 miles farther west, with- 
in 100 miles of Bengasi, the Axis’ 
important advance supply port. 

These patrols now are beyond 
the desert and in the green coun- 
try of eastern Cirenaica, which 
once was the region of one of 
Mussolini’s most ambitious coloniz- 
ing efforts. 

Commentators expressed confi- 
dence that the Axis forces, harried 
from land and air, could not make 
another strong stand even at Ben- 
gasi. 

They were confident also that 
there would be no Axis escape to 
parallel the British withdrawals 
from Dunkerque, Greece or Crete. 

Belief that Rommel will be un- 
able to marshal his forces for an- 
other major stand was based on 
two assumptions: That there are 
no substantial Axis reserves at 
Bengasi and that he lacks the tank 
strength to delay his pursuers 
while that port’s defenses are pre- 
pared. 


Axis Lacks Air Fields. 

Even those British sources dis- 
inclined to optimism agreed that 
the Nazi commander is in a spot 
where heavy air reinforcements 
scarcely could help, especially since 
the Axis is limited to a few land- 
ing fields in a relatively restricted 
area under constant R. A. F. at- 
tack. 

British patrols already have cut 
the road west of Bengasi and 
British informants declared the 
Germans and Italians face a haz- 
ardous operation merely in trying 
to escape around the Gulf of Sirte 
toward Tripoli, 

Nevertheless, Rommel’s courage 
and skill are not belittled and 
most British observers agree that 
there will be no Axis capitulation 
without a desperate last fight, pos- 
sibly in the vicinity of Bengasi.

Russians Enter City 65 
Miles West of Moscow— 
Also Claim Gains in 
Donets Basin and Lake 
Ladoga Sector. 


MOSCOW, Sunday, Dec. 21-¢(AP). 
— Plunging forward with accel- 
erated momentum, the Red Army’s 
grand offensive has captured the 
key industrial and rail center of 
Volokolamsk, 65 miles west and 
slightly north of Moscow, and 
registered other gains from the 
Finnish front to the Sea of Azov, 
the Russians announced today. 

The town of Voibokalo, south of 


Lake Ladoga on the northern 
front, and dozens more villages on 
the Moscow front have been re- 
occupied in fiercely contested bat- 
tles, the Soviet Information Bu- 


‘reau communique announced last 


midnight. 

With Soviet forces counting new 
spoils and mounting numbers of 
German dead, pursuit of disor- 
dered Nazi. divisions in the Kalinin 
sector, 90 miles northwest of Mos- 
cow, was said to be gaining mo- 
mentum, There the wreckage of 
German transports and war ma- 
terial littered the snows, the com- 
munique said. 

Mockingly referring to German 
claims that the weather largely 
was responsible for their reverses, 
the official announcement said: 

“The Germans still are complain- 
ing about the snow on the Rus- 
sian front which, however, makes 
no difference to the Russians.” 

The Russians asserted the re- 
treat of the Nazis in the Kalinin 
sector was being matched by simi- 
lar Red Army pursuits west of 
Moscow and on the southwestern 
front. 

Volokolamsk, a _ cotton textile 
marufacturing center, was occu- 
pied late in October by the Ger- 
mans. It had changed hands 
numerous times in some of the 
bloodiest fighting of the Moscow 
front. 

Six German planes were de- 
stroyed yesterday and Russian fly- 
ers reported destroying or damag- 
ing four German tanks, 170 trucks 
with troops and supplies, seven 
field guns with crews, two anti-air- 
craft batteries, 100 ammunition 
cars, setting fire to five railroad 
trains and blowing up an ammuni- 
tion dump. 

Russian reports said the retreat- 
ing Germans had lost more than 
40,000 men in two weeks while the 
German arc against Moscow was 
now bent back. Leningrad forces 
reported a successful three-day at- 
tack upon its besiegers. 

The Leningrad fighting netted a 
large quantity of provisions and 
war material, recaptured a railway 
station and cost the Germans 2000 
dead, the Russians said. 

The Moscow radio said three 
fully loaded German troop trans- 
ports in the Arctic (probably in 
the Barents Sea) totaling 25,500 
tons were sunk by a Russian sub- 
marine despite their guard of de- 
stroyers and patrol boats. 

Russian newspaper dispatches 
said 1600 Germans were killed by 
advancing Russians who took 
back 30 villages in the Donets Ba- 
sin area. 

The Soviet garrison at the sur- 
rounded Crimean naval base of 
Sevastopol was reported to have 
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Government ‘Freezes’ Sugar Prices 
To ‘Remove Reason for Any Rises’ 


WA GTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
Sugar prices were “‘frozen” by the 
Government today at current 
levels. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion placed temporary emergency 
ceilings on primary and wholesale 
prices of all forms of refined and 
other “direct consumption” sugar 
which it said should “remove any 
reason for higher retail sugar 
prices.” 

Announcing the order, Price 
Administrator Leon Henderson de- 
clared: 

“The OPA has removed all pos- 
sibility that retai] outlets will be 
forced to pay more for their sup- 
plies of sugar. 

“Hence there is no reason for 
American housewives to pay any 
higher prices for this fyndamental 
foodstuff than they did before the 


In connection with the order, 
Douglas C. MacKeachie, OPM pur- 
chases director, said that within 
24 hours after Japan attacked the 
United States a consumer run on 
sugar developed. This run, he 
said, dissipated within a period of 
a few days more than one month's 
supply of sugar and forced the

BRITISH GARRISON 
STILL RESISTS IN 
HONGKONG SHILLS; 
NO HOPE OF RELIEF

But Admit ‘Stubborn De-

Japanese 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP).—Writ- 
ten off by the generals as hopeless, 
the magnificent defense of Hong- 
kong was prolonged tonight by a 


garrison of fighting men thrown 
together from two sides of the 
world. 

Even the Japanese, in praise of 
the stand of the band of British 
Tommies, Canadians from Mani- 
toba and Quebec and bewhiskered, 
stoic Indian Sikhs, admitted in a 
broadcast tonight: 

“The expected imminent fall of 
the colony has been-staved off by 
their stubborn defense.” 

Then, in an unusual tribute, the 
news agency added: “They have 
fought desperately in a manner 
to win the respect of even the top 
Japanese,” 

Waiting for the end, authorities 
in London said it would be a mira- 
cle if the colony, a rocky square of 
England in the Orient for a hun- 
dred years, did not soon pass ens} 
tirely into Japanese hands. é 

The Japanese say. they have the 
city of Victoria and that trucks 
flying the Rising Sun flag are roar- 
ing through the streets, packed 
with disarmed British soldiers; 


dominating a chain of forts east- 
ward, have been silenced; that rem- 
nants of the British garrison are 
encircled on the peak of the is- 
land, Mount Victoria. 

But, their broadcasts acknowl- 
edged today Mount Victoria’s guns 
still replied at intervals, 

None of this detail was con- 
firmed in any degree in London. 
The Colonial Office limited its 
announcement during the day to 
this communique: 

“The Governor of Hongkong re-

“The Governor wishes it to be 
known that the Japanese story 
that he left is entirely false.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
The White House disclosed today 
that “joint planning for unity of 
action” soon would embrace all 
governments “engaged in the com- 
mon cause of defeating the Axis.” 

Until the extension can be made 
to Russia, China, the Netherlands 
and others, a statement said, the 
existing United States and British 
military liaison maintained in Lon- 
don and Washington would con- 
tinue. 

A brief formal announcement 


said steps toward obtaining the 
broader unity of action among all 
the Allies already were under way. 

Stephen Early, presidential press 
secretary was asked at his press 
conference whether Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill or Foreign Minis- 
tery Eden of Great Britain was 
on the way to this country for 
conferences. Early replied: 

“That’s something I know noth- 
ing about, and if I did, I wouldn't 
tell you. If they were, you would 
not be able to print anything 
about it, anyway.” 

White House Statement. 

The text ‘of the White House 
statement follows: 

“For some time, as has been 
hitherto intimated by the Presi- 
dent, the United States military 
mission in London and the British 
joint staff mission in Washington 
have been in close contact with 
their opposite numbers in both 
places. 

“This liaison will continue for a 
short time until the joint planning 
for unity of action can be extend- 
ed to Russia, China, the Nether- 
lands and other governments en- 
gaged in the common cause of 
defeating the Axis. 

“Steps toward this objective are 
under way. 

“Maj. Gen. James E. Chaney and 
Vice Admiral Robert L. Ghormley 
have been representing the United 
States in London for some time. 

“Admiral Sir Charles Little, 
Lieut. Gen. Sir Colville Wemyss 
and Air Marshal A. T. Harris have 
been representing Great Britain in 
Washington. 

War Council Considered. 

The President also was reported 
to be considering creation of a 
supreme war council in the United 
States which would be subordinate 
only to him and would have pow- 
ers even greater than those of the 
Cabinet. 

Those in a position to know 
said that, while the plan still was 
embryonic, the President believed 
the war effort could be prosecuted 
more efficiently if he had a small 
group around him to handle mat- 
ters of policy. 

Informants said the proposed 
council would be composed of 
from three to five men. They 
listed the following among those 
being considered for membership 
on the group:

10,000 OF NANKING PUPPET’S

Central News Agency Says They

As a result of the surprise at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor and the 
fact that Knox found naval forces 
there were not on the alert at the 
time, Admiral Kimmel was re- 
moved from his command earlier 
this week. He was succeeded as 
chief of the Pacific fleet by Rear 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz. 

With the appointment of King 
went the power of the plane in 
) mogern warfare, for his career in- 
cludes service with the Air Corps 
and he is, in his own right, a 
naval aviator, 

In addition, he has served with 
submarines as well as surface 
craft, has proved himself an excel- 
lent tactician, and thus is consid- 
ered an officer of unusually full 
and well-rounded experience. 

King now outranks the chief of 
naval operations, Admiral Harold 
R. Stark, and is to be responsible 
only to the Secretary of the Navy 
and President Roosevelt. 

Veteran of Two Wars. 

Among naval men, there was no 
doubt that the job had been 
given to King—a veteran of two 
wars before this one—principally 
because of his work this year as 
chief of naval forces in the At- 
lantic.

Cost of Christmas Dinner Will Be 
8 to 20 Pct. More Than Last Year 


The traditional constituents of 
Christmas dinner will cost from 8 
to 20 per cent more this year than 
last year, a survey of retail food 
stores showed yesterday. One ex- 
ception is cranberries, still selling 
at about 15 cents a pound. 

High quality dressed turkey is 3 
to 5 cents per pound higher this 
year, selling from 38 to 40 cents 
a pound, Dressed chickens, about 
4 cents higher than last year, are 
retailing at 34 cents at most stores. 
Retail merchants reported, how- 
ever, that this year’s advance de- 
mand for turkeys is about 15 per

cause times were less affluent. 


The greatest price increase was 
reported in nuts, with most of the 
varieties selling about 20 per cent 
higher than last year. Pecans are 
priced at 25 to 35 cents a pound;

30. Shelled almonds, in a class 
by themselves, are selling for $1.50 
@ pound, almost double last year’s 
price, because of poor crops.

Sink Another Japanese 
Transport, but Navy 
Does Not Announce De- 
tails. 


WASHINGTON, ‘ Dee: 20 
(AP). — Enemy submarines 
have been destroying United 
States shipping off the Cali- 
fornia coast, and have been ac« 
tive as well off the Atlantic 
seaboard, Navy sources dis- 
closed tonight. 

The Navy later said it had 
received unconfirmed reports 
that two oil tankers had been 
attacked by submarines off 
the California coast, and that 


one had sent out an SOS. 

One report, the Navy disclosed, 
was that the 6912-ton tanker 
Emidio was fired on off Blunt’s 
Reef, near Eureka, and that dt 
sent out distress signals after 
smoke enveloped it. 

The other report was that the 
677l-ton tanker Agwiworld was 
attacked off Cypress Point, about 
100 miles south of San Francisco. 
It reportedly escaped and reached 
a haven along the nearby coast. 

“The Navy does not deny, but it 
cannot confirm these reports,” said 
Rear Admiral J. W. Greenslade, 
commandant of the Twelfth Naval 
District at San Francisco. 


At the Naval District Headquar- 
ters, an aid to Admifal Green- 
slade said it had been reported 
without confirmation that the 
Blunt’s Reef lighthouse had picked 
up an S. O. 8. from the Emidio. 

Blunt’s Reef is some 200 miles 
north of San Francisco, and thus 
approximately 300 miles north of 
Cypress Point, where the other 
alleged attack was reported to 
have occurred.

LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP).—An ap- 
peal from Adolf Hitler read on 
every radio station in Germany 
tonight acknowledged that his 
army faced an enemy superior in 
numbers and material and begged 
the straitened German people to 
contribute their warm clothing to 


enable the soldiers to endure the 
rigors of the Eastern front. 

The appeal, made on Hitler’s be- 
half by Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, said the German 
people must show their gratitude 
by making a Christmas gift of 
every article of warm clothing 
that possibly can be spared to the 
men in the army. 

While Goebbels was thus reading 
his own appeal and the proclama- 
tfon of Hitler, the high command 
admitted its North African army 
was withdrawing westward “ac- 
cording to plan” and that on the 
frigid Russian front heavy battles 
were being fought without a claim 
of German advances. In Russia, 
the high command said, the Reds 
were suffering extreme new 
losses. 


Hitler’s Appeal. 


In his proclamation calling for 
a gift from the people to the army 
on this third war Christmas, Hit- 
ler declared: 

“German people: While, apart 
from air raids, German homes are 
safe from the enemy, millions of 
our soldiers now stand at the 
front, after a year of most severe 
fighting against an enemy vastly 
superior both in numbers and in 
quantities of material. 

“Victories, such as the world 
has so far never experienced, were 
achieved, thanks to the leadership 
and the gallantry of officers and 
men. 

“Thus, the greatest military 
front of all times holds and fights 
from the Arctic regions to the 
Black Sea, from the snowfields 
of Finland to the mountains of 
the Balkans, until the hour of the 
final annihilation of the most 
dangerous enemy of all times.” 


Goebbels Lists Needs. 


All kinds of fur and woolen 
clothing, lined overshoes, socks, 
underwear, ear-muffs, blankets, 
shawls, overcoats and blankets are 
needed to protect the soldiers from 
the “bitter cold,” Goebbels said in 
a 20-minute speech. 

Nazi party members will make 
the house-to-house collection from 
Dec. 27 to Jan. 4, he said. 

“I know that at the last collec- 
tion the German people have given 
all they could spare in considera- 
tion of the tense situation regard- 
ing textile supplies,” he said, but 
he added: 

“As long as a single object of 
winter clothing remains still in the 
fatherland, it must gp to the 
front.” 

“For the first time in this war 
our soldiers are deprived of a re- 
turn to the homeland, deprived 
even of an extended furlough. Now 
it is time that the homeland proves 
its closeness to the front in true 
National Socialist people’s unity.” 


“Nutrition Limited.” 


Goebbels said that at home “nu- 
trition is admittedly limited” but 
still sufficient when compared 
with that of other European na- 
tions. He declared: “This is a 
war which will decide the exist- 
ence, or non-existence, of the Ger- 
man nation.” 

Earlier, in his weekly article in 
Das Reich, Goebbels wrote that a 
long and harder war is in pros- 
pect as a result of “the changed 
world picture.” 

Dealing with the Far Eastern 
conflict and the Axis’ war, which 
now includes the United States 
as well as Britain, Goebbels im- 
plied that the day of lightning 
marches is past, but névertheless 
expressed confidence that “one day 
the hour will come when the ad- 
versary gets groggy.” 

“When that hour will come,” he 
admitted, “nobody can tell.” 

“We do not underestimate the 
remaining possibilities of England 
and America,” he wrote. “We have 
frequently pointed out that the 
colossal extent of both these world 
empires cannot be broken in days, 
weeks, or even months. We must 
compose ourselves for a hard and 
bitter battle.” 

In such a war, he added, Ger- 
many cannot avoid “certain re- 
verses.”

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FOUR JAPANESE SHIPS HIT 
BY BOMBS, DUTCH CLAIM 


Pilots Flying American Planes Attack Three 
War Vessels and Transports 
Off Boreno. 


BATAVIA, Dec. 20 (AP).—Direct ' 
bomb hits on two Japanese crui- 
sers, a transport, and another war- 
ship presumably used as an air- 
craft carrier were reported offi- 
cialy tonight by Dutch airmen op- 
erating big American bombers off 
| Japanese-occupied Miri, Borneo. 
| Other explosives. rained along- 
side the Japanese ships as the 
Dutch pilots twice attacked the 
invaders who are seeking to rein- 
force their toehold on the Sarawak 
| coast, which is adjacent to British 
-and Dutch Borneo, the news 
agency Aneta said. 

Another Japanese cruiser was 
reported hit last Wednesday, hence 
the Dutch asserted three enemy 
|cruisers had been put out of ac- 
tion in less than a week by their 
flyers. 

Soviet Ship Reported Sunk. 

Aneta reported that 17 Japanese 
planes had bombed and sunk the 
4200-ton Russian freighter Pere- 
kop in Dutch waters, an attack 
which “may lead to serious conse- 
quences,” since Russia thus far is 
a neutral in the Pacific war. 

Eight Russian crew members 
were killed while 32 others, in- 
cluding the captain and three 
| women, were rescued from the 
ship which was running between 
| Viadivostok and Surabaya, Java, 
the agency said. 

The Russian flag and registra- 
tion mark were clearly visible from 
the air Aneta added. 
| (The Exchange Telegraph re- 
ported in London that one of the 
Japanese cruisers bombed by the 
Dutch subsequently sank, and Reu- 
ters announced from Batavia that 
a cruiser and transport were left 
ablaze.) 

Japanese Planes Attack. 

Japanese planes immediately 
took to the air at Miri in an at- 
tempt to ward off the Dutch flyers, 
and it was announced that ‘one 
enemy seaplane was shot down and 
another was enveloped in flames 
when last seen. 

The Dutch asknowledged the 
loss of only one bomber in the 
attacks. 

Meanwhile, the Dutch announced 
that the death toll in Terempa, 
Anambas islands, had risen to 65 
as a result of two Japanese air 
raids Wednesday and Thursday, 
but said little damage resulted. 

In Pontianak, Dutch West Bor- 
neo, the civilian population was 
evacuating the city after a series 
of Japanese attacks which killed 
20 persons and injured 150. 


\IBRITISH ORGANIZE

Pilots Who Resigned From 
U. S. Air Force to Aid 
‘China Suffer No Losses 
in Clash With 10 Jap- 
anese Planes. 


CHUNGKING, Dec. 20 (AP). — 
The international air force, com- 
posed exclusively of flyers who re- 
signed frém United States air 
forces to defend the Burma road, 
had its first clash with Japanese 
warplanes today and shot down 
four of them, it was reported here 
tonight. 

The American flyers were said 
by high Chinese quarters to have 
encountered 10+ Japanese planes 
detailed to raid Kunming, impor- 
tant terminal on the Burma road, 
and shot four of them down in 
Yunnan. province without loss to 
themselves. 

At the same time Chinese army 
headquarters announced its forces 
operating at the heels of the Jap- 
aneste attacking Hongkong had 
penetrated to Shumchun on the 
Canton-Kowloon railway, at the 
mainland frontier of Hongkong 
colony. 

Apparently the thrust was only 
a raid, for the Chinese said heavy 
fighting subsequently developed

Enrollment of thousands of vol- 
unteer air raid wardens, firemen, 


police and other workers in the 
city and county civilian defense or- 
ganization will begin tomorrow. 

In St. Louis, registration centers 
will be open in all public elemen- 
tary schools and 54 parochial 
schools from 4 to 9 p. m. tomorrow 
and Tuesday, from 9 a. m, to 
9p. m, Friday, and from 9 a. m, 
to 5 p. m. Saturday. 

County registrations will be ac- 
cepted at all public elementary and 
high schools.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie asserted to- 
night that to win the war “our in- 
dustrialigts must make their every 
facility available to the people of 


the United States” and said that 
“labor must be prepared to work a 
55-hour, even a 60-hour week.” 

Ing an address prepared for 
broadcasting, Willkie said the na- 
tion was still relatively unprepared 
for the immensity of the conflict 
it faced, despite warnings by 
President Roosevelt and other 
leaders. 

“We had over nine years of re- 
peated warnings,” Willkie said. 
“But we spent our substance in 
public expenditures which could 
have been- devoted to employing 
our people in building airplanes 
and ships and tanks.” 

Pointing out that the United 
States undertook a year ago to be- 
come “the arsenal of democracy,” 
Willkie added that “stripped to ac- 
tual fighting materials the Ameri- 
can effort is still very slight—only 
a mere fifth of the German ef- 
fort.” 

“We do not know the extent of 
Japanese and Italian expendi- 
tures,” he contiiued. “But even to 
match Hitler on his own terms, 
even to produce at the rate of 30 
billions of war materials a year, 
we must face the most profound 
dislocation in our lives—a disloca- 
tion far surpassing that of the 
first World War. 

“We must dedicate ourselves 
henceforth, not to luxury and ease, 
but to Spartan simplicity and hard 
work. In no direction that we turn 
do we find ease or comfort.” 

Realization must be brought 
home to the American people, he 
said, that “the administration and 
congress must cut non-defense ex- 
penditures to the bone” and that 
“new political experimentation 
must be eliminated during this 
emergency.”

Lieut. Howard Cory Killed 
Half-Mile From Lambert 
Field Where Parents, 
Bride Said Good-by. 


A board of Army officers from 
Scott Field is investigating the 
crash of an Army pursuit plane 
yesterday in which Second Lieut. 


Howard D. Cory of Clayton was 
killed, soon after he had taken off 
from Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Lieut. Cory’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter T. Cory, 8014 Kings- 
bury boulevard, Clayton, and his 
wife, the former Miss Betty Jehle, 
whom he married Nov. 8, were at 
the airport to witness the takeoff.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. 


HROUGH their extensive mon- 
T itoring system, the Federal 

Communications Commission 
discovered the other day a power- 
ful short-wave radio station that 
was sending short-wave messages 
direct to Berlin, following the out- 
break of the war which began 
two weeks ago. : 

The next task was to locate the 
station and put it out of operation. 
Detectives of the air waves set 
'about to do this by checking on 
‘the station at various points 
throughout the United States. A 
check was taken at Grand Island, 
Neb., another at a point in Oregon, 
another in Florida. Then, by a 
series of mathematical equations, 
it was established that the secret 
station was somewhere in South- 
ern Maryland. 

This was not close enough and 
more detailed bearings were taken. 
Guess where it was finally located. 

It was in the German Embassy 
in Washington. All the messages 
that had been broadcast from the 
_Embassy to Berlin had been taken 
down and an effort is now being 
made to decode them. The code is 
| most complex and subtle, and some 
difficulty is being experienced in 
translating the messages. 

When this discovery was made 
by the FCC, working in collabora- 
tion with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the next step, as the 
Department of Justice saw it, was 
to silence the radio. But State De- 
partment officials were very nerv- 
ous about such a step, fearing it 
might interfere with the negotia- 
tions they were carrying on for the 
safe exchange of United States 
diplomatic officials in Germany 
with German diplomatic officials 
here. . 

When it was decided finally to 
evacuate the German Embassy 
here and take officials to a resort 
hotel in Virginia, the problem was 
solved automatically. The German 
diplomats were evacuated yester- 
day. Since then the station has 
been silent. As a matter of fact, 
not for four or five days have 
there been messages of any length 
sent on it. 

After the start of the Soviet- 
Nazi war, in June of this year, the 
Russian Ambassador was given 
official permission to set up a pow- 
erful short-wave station of his own 
for broadcasting messages direct 
to Moscow. This was because of 
the great difficulty encountered in 
sending coded messages by ordi- 
nary channels in the turmoil oc- 
casioned by the war. Needless to 
say, the Germans had no official 
permission for their embassy send- 
ing station.

The Associated Gar- 
ment Industries of St. Louis, the 
employers’ organization, was un- 
derstood to be ready to grant in- 
creases averaging about 5 per 
cent. 

Scale Left to Arbiters. 

A new four-year contract was 
concluded between the union and 
the employers’ organization Dec. 8, 
complete except as to the wage 
scale, which was left to the de- 
termination of the arbitrators. 

Of the 1800 workers affected by 
the award, about 300 were men, 
and these have ben earning an 
average of $50 a week, it was said 
by Meyer Perlstein, vice-president 
of the International Union, one of 
the workers’ representatives in the 
negotiations. Of the women, Perl- 
stein said, about 900 have earned 
an average of $28 a week, and 600 
have earned an average of $20 a 
week. Perlstein estimated that the 
7% per cent increase would 
amount to a total of about $6500 
a week, 

In the hearings held by the arbi- 
trators, it was shown that earn- 
ings of most of the workers had 
increased materially compared 
with those of four years ago, when 
a previous contract was entered 
into. The employers said the gain 
in earnings, for many of the work- 
ers, had been from 12 to 18 per 
cent. Union officials admitted the 
gains, but said these had been due, 
in part, to improved methods fost- 
ered by the unions. : 

“We find,” the arbitrators said 
yesterday in their report, “that 
while certain adjustments upward 
have been made through processes 
of collective bargaining, said rates 
do not take fully into considera- 
tion recent increases in the cost of 
living. We find further that it is 
absolutely essential that the St. 
louis dress market be maintained 
in a competitive conditon with 
other markets and competitors in 
the dress industry, in the best in- 
terest of the workers, the industry 
and the community.” 

Sly Provisions of Contract. 

Clauses of the new contract pro- 
vide that piece workers shall not 
be called for less than one-half 
day, and that they shall receive 
pay for any period of more than 
20 minutes’ waiting for work. The 
contract states: “Both parties re- 
alize the necessity of improving 
production methods and ma- 
hinery, to the end of increasing 
production in the plant and result- 
ing in reduction of overhead and 
increased earnings to the workers.” 

Chairman Williams told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he found 
the “anti-piracy” clause of the new 
contract of especial interest from 
@ legal standpoint. 

“This clause,” he said, “recog- 
hizes original style designs as 
Property, and the manufacturers 
agree among themselves and with 
the union not to steal] designs, and 
the union members agree not to 
work for any manufacturer who 
breaks the contract.

FARM BOY ADMITS HE 
KILLED 4 IN HIS FAMILY 


Tells of Shooting Parents, 
Brother, Sister—‘Tired of 
Being Pushed Around.’ 


LITTLE FALLS, Minn., Dec. 20 
(AP)—A 16-year-old farm boy 
killed his parents, a sister, 10, and 
a brother, 5, then went toa village 
barber shop and loafed around, ac- 
cording to ‘an account given today 
by County Attorney Austin L. 
Grimes. 

Grimes said the youth, Richard 
E. Dehler, signed a statement con- 
fessing the four killings early today 
after five hours of steady question- 
ing. In it the boy said he was 
“tired of being pushed around,” 
and felt that he had reached the 
age when he should be his own 


boss. 

The victims were Mr. and Mrs. 
August B. Dehler, each about 50; 
Anna Mae, and Kenneth. 


Boy Says Father Kicked Him. 


©. C. Nickish, State Crime Bu- 
reau agent, said the boy told him 
that his father kicked him last 
night because the boy threw straw 
in the wrong place. Nickish said 
this crystallized the boy’s deter- 
mination to kill his father. The 
other killings, Nickish said the boy 
told him, were necessary t® cover 


jup the elder Dehler’s killing. 


Previously stolid and unemotion- 
al, the boy broke down at noon and 
started sobbing. 

The four bodies were found in a 
potato pit beneath the smoulder- 
ing house by neighbors after Law- 
rence Dehler, 21, cousim of Richard, 
found the house afire when he 
stopped to pick up Richard on the 
way to a rural school Christmas 
party. 

Richard,. raiser of prize livestock 
and winner of awards in farm 
club competition, instead was in a 
barber shop at Buckman, Grimes 


said, lolling around with other oc- |. 


cupants of the community-gather- 
ing place. 


Called 3 Sisters by Phone. 


When the alarm that the Dehler 
home was on fire reached Buck- 
man, Richard accompanied other 
_townfolk to aid in extinguishing 
the blaze, then returned to town 
and called three sisters by long 


_distance telephone to tell them “a 


terrible accident had happened at 
home.” 


He returned to the farm; Grimes 
said, and was taken into custody. 


All four members of the family 
had been shot from ovtside the 
house as they. worked about the 
kitchen, the killer firing through 
a window. 


Grimes said gasoline had been 
sprinkled about the house. 

Richard had a prayer book in 
his pocket when arrested and 
Grimes said the boy was known as 
a normal] farm lad, interested in 


livestock and farming and a regu- | 


lar attendant at a rural church. 

He is being held in jail here. 
Grimes said he would file a tem- 
porary charge of first degree mur- 
der in the death of Mrs. Dehler 
and would present the case to a 
grand jury Dec. 29.

studies that he had comparatively 
little time for athletics, He was 
too light for football, but one year 
he played right field on the base- 
ball team. He found time, too, to 
be manager of the hops for three 
years running. 


Popular as Cadet. 


Fellow cadets recall that he got 
very few demerits. However, if 
if he had been caught in certain 
adventurous exploits, he would 
have been called up on the carpet 
for such a dressing down as only 
West Point commandants know 
how to give. As a yearling—that 
is, a sophomore—he was first cor- 
poral, as a junior he ranked ser- 
geant of Company A and as a se- 
nior captain of Company A, the 


highest rank each year. Each of 


the four years he spent at the 
Point he led his class. 


So intensely ambitious for him 
was his mother that she took a 
house near West Point to keep a 
supervisory eye on him and to en- 
tertain for military bigwigs who 
might advance his career. A hand- 
some woman, Mrs. MacArthur 
stood first in her son’s affections 
up to the time of her death in 
1935 at the age of 82. Throughout 
her life she worked to advance him 
and his success made her inordi- 
nately proud. 

Besides’: an alert mind, MacAr- 
thur had othet equipment. For one 
thing, he was spectacularly hand- 
some—and still is.. Equally impor-

tant, he very early developed a po- 
litical skill which has helped him 
to steer through Army and civilian 
jealousies and rivalries; and with 
all this went.a-.strong sense of the 
dramatic. 


World War I was for Douglas 
MacArthur the same chance for 
glory that the Civil War had been 
for his father. He took it in his 
stride. As colonel and brigadier 
in the Rainbow Division, he’ made 
a sensational reputation. One of 
his citations in 1918 read: 

“As brigade commander, Gen. 
MacArthur personally led his men 
and by the skillful maneuvering of 
his brigade made possible the cap- 
ture of hills 228, 242 and the Cote 
de Castillon. He displayed indom- 
itable resolution and great courage 
in rallying broken lines and in re- 
forming attacks, thereby making 
victory possible. On a field where 
courage was the rule, his courage 
was the dominant feature.” 


West Point Superintendent. 


Such citations are seldom given 
to general officers. In fact, there 
was some apprehension that Mac- 
Arthur was, for a commanding of- 
ficer, almost too heedless of his 
personal safety. After the armis- 
tice he was a major general com- 
manding the Rainbows. 

Returning from France in a 
blaze of glory, he was named super- 
intendent of West Point, from 
which he had been graduated only

How Missourians in Congress 
Voted on War-Related Issues Up 
To Actual Declarations of War

“How have I, a Mis- 


sourian, been represented in Congress on the war issues up to the 
declarations of war against this country?” 

Analysis of the recorded votes of the Missouri delegation in the 
Senate and House on bills relating to neutrality, aidY%to other democratic 
countries and national defense produces only two simple conclusions. 
In the Senate, the Missourians, Bennett Champ Clark of St. Louis and 
Harry S. Truman of Kansas City, both Democrats, have divided on 
almost every important international issue, with Truman supporting 


| READER of the Post-Dispatch has asked: 


the Roosevelt policies and Clark 
generally opposing them. In the 
House, the three Republicans from 
Missouri, Walter C. Ploeser of St. 
Louis, Philip A. Bennett of Spring- 
field and Dewey Short of Galena, 
together with the Kansas City 
Democrat, Joseph B. Shannon, have 
opposed virtually every administra- 
tion defense and foreign policy. 
Nine Representatives, all Demo- 
crats, although usually supporting 
the President, have often scattered 
their votes and on some especially 
controversial issues have followed 
the dictates of local politics or 
have been recorded as not voting. 


Clark’s Activities. 


Senator Clark, long before war 
appeared imminent, was generally 
regarded as “an anti-Roosevelt 
Democrat. When neutrality and 
aid-to-the-Allies legislation ‘was 
presented for consideration he be- 
came one of the leaders of the 
anti-interventionist bloc with Sen- 
ators Wheeler of Montana and 
Walsh of Massachusetts, both Dem- 
ocrats, and Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota. The Missourian had par- 
ticipated in the earlier investiga- 
tions of the munitions industries 
during the last war, and his wife 
was perhaps even more ardently 
non-interventionist than he. She 


‘was chairman of the Washington 


chapter of the America First Com- 
mittee, Clark’s single-mindedness 
on the subject of war apparently 
was not based on personal political 
considerations, but rather on his 
family background. This sincerity, 
however, seemingly intensified the 
violence of his attacks and the 
dexterity of his parliamentary ma- 
neuvers against the President’s 
policies. 

Truman has been classified 
throughout as a loyal Roosevelt 
follower. His special committee to 
investigate national defense con- 
tracts, however, has uncovered 
shocking evidence of waste and 
stupidity by defense officials. When 
he introduced his resolution for 
the investigation a few persons 
thought the administration had ar- 
ranged for a whitewash bath. This 
suggestion was strengthened when 
Truman, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, selected as counsel Hugh 
Fulton of the Department. of Jus- 
tice. Fulton was regarded as one 
of the many proteges of Thomas 
G. Corcoran, who testified this 
week before the committee on his 


own activities in behalf of war con- 
tractors. 


The Truman Committee, how- 


| ever, has shown no reluctance to 


investigate suspicious cases and no 
tendency to pull its punches, and 
its very existence has had a salu- 
tary effect on Government offi- 
cials and munitions contractors. 
"The nearest approach to commit- 
tee favoritism was the tender treat- 
ment of Corcoran this week. 


For the purpose of this review, 
the recorded votes of the last three 
years will suffice to show the 
awareness of the Missouri Sena- 
tors and Representatives to war 
dangers and their desire for pre- 
paredness. 

During 1939 there were three 
significant defense votes in the 
Senate. In that year Clark voted 
for a $40,000,000 appropriation bill 
to acquire stocks of strategic war 
materials, and Truman was paired 
for the legislation. Paradoxically, 
President Roosevelt had let it be 
known that for budgetary reasons 
he could not indorse the original 
proposal for a $100,000,000 appropri- 
ation but would not object if the 
amount to be expended in 1940 were 
limited to $10,000,000. 

On the $773,049,151 appropriation 
bill for the Navy, Clark was among 
the 14 Senators voting nay; Tru- 
man among the 61 voting Yea. 
Clark voted Nay and Truman Yea 
on the Senate proposal, subsequent- 
ly enacted, to increase the au- 
thorized strength of army airplanes 
to 6000 instead of the 5500 voted 
by the House. 


Continuing Opposition. 

In 1940 six record votes on im- 
portant or indicative bills found 
Clark continuing his opposition to 
the administration. He voted 
against and Truman voted for the 
administration's neutrality bill of 
that year, and Clark himself spon- 
sored an amendment, defeated 60 
to 33, which would have re-enacted 
the provisions of the 1937 law. Tru- 
man voted against his colleague’s 
amendment, 

Another test vote was on Senator 
La Follette’s anti-interventionist 
proposal for a national advisory 
referendum . before dispatch of 
American forces overseas. Clark 
was among the 17 voting with La 
Follette; Truman among the 73 


who rejected it.

80,000 U. S.-Born Japs. 


There are about 150,000 Japanese 
on our Pacific Coast. Of this num- 
ber something more than 80,000 
were born in the United States. 
The latter are known as the 
“Nisei,” or second generation. 
They are the sons and daughters 
of the immigrants who came to 
this country to work on the rail- 
roads. They are citizens. They can 
vote, own property and join the 
Army. Their mothers and fathers 
are fading out of the picture, the 
Japanese influx having been cut 
off by the exclusion act of 1924, 
and the youngsters are now be- 
tween two flags—the Stars and 
Stripes and the Rising Sun. They 
are on the spot. Where do their 
loyalties lie? 

Public officials, Army officers 
and educators on the coast agree 
that the Americanism of the great 
mass of the Nisei cannot be ques- 
tioned. In their opinion no greater 
mistake could be made than to 
make the Nisei feel hunted. That, 
they believe, would play into the 
hands of the pro-Japanese ele- 
ments. 

However, there is no question 
that anti-American activities have 
been going on along the coast for 
many years. Underneath the great 
smoke of exaggeration there is 
considerable fire and it is this fire 
that is now being used by those 
who want to put every Japanese in 
the West in a concentration camp. 


Case Against Them. 


Lail Kane, head of an American 
Legion defense committee in Los 
Angeles, and his associates, cite 
the following facts in their case 
against the Japanese and Japa- 
nese-Americans: 


That the Japanese Government 
has maintained an organization in 
this country to “look after” both 
first and second generation Japa- 
nese. Their most effective weapon 
has been religious beliefs of the 
old Japanese and the boycott. Thus 
the Nisei who finds himself more 
or less boycotted by the whites 
must also be on his guard against 
his own people. The Japanese con- 
suls have taken a census—with pic- 
tures of each person—and they 
have a complete file. Here’s how it 
works: If Togo, who owns a small 
shop, does or says something dis- 
rempectsun to Japan, fewer custo- 
mers will patronize his place, and 
if he crosses the ocean to visit an 
ancestral grave, he may wind up 
in a concentration camp.

Japan, And every now and then 
it slips in a few words about some 
great Japanese admiral or gen- 
eral. It is also fond of the theme 
that no soldier in the world can 
beat the little men from the land 
of the Rising Sun. 

There are 248 Japanese lan- 
guage schools in California and 
others in San Francisco, Portland 
and Seattle where the third gen- 
eration is learning “speech and 
culture” in addition to their reg- 
ular work in the American schools. 
The text books of these schools 
are on file with the State Boards 
of Education but it has been 
proved that they have been tam- 
pered with, that many a Japanese 
teacher has told his charges to 
sing the Japanese national anthem 
and bow to the picture of the Em- 
peror. 

It has suddenly become “fash- 
ionable” in recent years for the 
better-class Japanese to send their 
15-, 16-, and 17-year-old children 
back to Japan for one or two years 
of “culture.”. Hundreds of them 
have gone. The spy hunters be- 
lieve that their expenses were 
paid by the Japanese Government. 


Dual Citizenship. 


Many of the Nisei hold dual cit- 
izenship. That is, that while they 
are nquestionable Americans, 
they Were also registered with the 


Japanese consul by their parents, 


Until 1924, a Japanese, no matter 
where born, was looked upon as 
a citizen of Japan under the Em- 
peror’s law. Many of the old Jap- 
anese who came to this country 
with fond memories of the home- 
land registered their children with 
the consul and there they are to- 
day—citizens of two countries. 


This, of course, has resulted in 
much confusion, At the outbreak 
of the Chihese war, the Japanese 
consul in Los Angeles insisted that 
boys of military age fill out re- 
quests to be excused from service 
in the Emperor’s army and it is a 
fact that several Japanese-Ameri- 
cans on a trip to Tokyo were draft- 
ed and put into the armed forces. 


The Nisei in California banded 
together and helped defeat the 
anti-alien fishing bill, advocated 
by Kane, This fight has probably 
caused more bitterness than all 
the others put together, including 
California’s alien property law, 
passed in 1913. It so happens that 
the Japanese fishing community 
is next door to Terminal Island at 
San Pedro, an important naval 
base. 


Not in Fishing Waters. 


It also happens that some 
Japanese have-been found in pis- 
catorially uninteresting waters, 
near fleet maneuvers and around 
docks and harbors, Kane wanted 
to make it illegal for an alien to 
fish. The Nisei resisted. 

“If they are loyal, why do they 
fight this bill?” asked Kane. 

“Because,” replied the Nisei, “it 
would put our fathers out of busi- 
ness. Some of them have. been 
fishermen here for more than 50 
years.”

EFFECTS OF WAR ON GOVERNMENT. 


War, particularly so intense a struggle as this 
one promises to become before America’s enemies are 
defeated, is a challenge to gear every essential 
phase of the nation’s life to the highest efficiency. 

Great army, naval and air forces are being. or- 
ganized. Factories are speeding up their routine 
and going on 24-hour schedules, Man power is to 


made of the personnel available for every type of 
duty. Professional schools are concentrating their 
‘courses into briefer time, so there .say be no short- 
age in medical practice and other essential fields. 

The processes and mechanics of government, too, 
must meet this challenge for greater efficiency, 
speedier functioning, mobilization of resources. By 
conferring extraordinary war powers on the Presi- 
dent without a dissenting vote, Congress last week 
recognized that fact. These are powers that, ac- 
cording to the precedent of other war emergencies, 
will be withdrawn soon after the conflict ends. 

Other changes in governmental practice, imposed 
by the pressure of necessity, are steps that have 
long been urged as permanent measures, and have 
been delayed only because of inertia. Many of 
these, it is safe to say, will remain after the war. 

One such change, announced Friday night, is the 
transfer of some governmental non-defense agencies 
from Washington to other parts of the country, two 
of them to St. Louis. The intense overcrowding of 
the capital city in the last few years makes this a 
sound move on the practical side alone. 

There is in addition the undoubted incentive to 
clearer political thinking in having official bu- 
reaus spread over the country, where the people 
live, rather than jammed into a narrow Federal 
District, where virtually the only industry is govern- 
ment. Washington sometimes loses touch with the 
hinterland, its atmosphere becomes tense and fren- 
zied, simply because of this congested isolation. 

Why should not many of the agencies only re- 
motely concerned with the war and the actual busi- 
ness of government be established in other parts of 
the country? In addition to the 12 agencies whose 
transfer is announced, there are many others, prob- 
ably more than can be moved under present condi- 
tions, that could operate successfully outside the 
District of Columbia. And this decentralization 
would be a good thing for the whole country. 

Other changes now in the wind, however, repre- 
sent a speeding-up of the centralization which is a 
part of modern historical processes. Mr. Roosevelt 
gave an example of that, too, on Friday: his request 
to the Governors of all the states and territories for 
the consolidation of state employment agencies with 
the Federal service. The reasons he cited show 
this to be both a practical wartime move and a sound 
permanent reform: “In order that there may be com- 
plete responsiveness to the demands of national de- 
fense and speedy, uniform, effective action to meet 
rapidly changing needs...” 

Co-ordination in this case will undoubtedly make 
for efficiency. It will do so in many other in- 
stances where a particular field is loosely organ- 
ized, and divided between the states and the Federal 
Government, thus causing division of responsibility 
and waste motion. The Government now pays 
most of the cost of maintaining the employment of- 
fices, so aetual transfer will be largely a formality. 

The war is bringing many changes into the world. 
Some of its effects on our Government may be un- 
fortunate, and their removal when peace comes will 
be a duty of Congress. Other changes are sure to 
mean the long-overdue reform of many antiquated 
practices, and a general streamlining of official 
functioning. Adversity, after all, does have its uses. 
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THESE PAYMENTS ARE IN ORDER. 

Some payments which Congress has in the past 
voted to persons who wore the American uniform in 
time of war, or to their survivors after the veterans 
died of natural causes, have been without any reason- 
able justification. Other payments have not only 
been in order, but have been eminently proper recog- 
nition of military service and sacrifice. 

Payments of the latter kind are contemplated in 
two provisions before Congress this last week. The 
first, which has already passed both chambers, would 
grant the widows of, fighting men who died at Pearl 
Harbor six months’ pay and a pension for life, in- 
creased from the peacetime range of $22 to $56 a 
month to wartime levels of $30 to $83. 

The second also has gone before the President, 
since it was presented in the form of a Senate amend- 
ment, accepted by the House. It calls for the pay- 
ment of $5000 to qualified survivors of men who 
have died while on active military duty with. the 
armed forces since last Oct. 8. This latter pro- 
posal was inserted in the new draft bill by Senator 
Clark of Missouri. . 

Money payments can never make up for the loss of 
a life in service which takes a husband or a father 
from a home. The Government, however, can share 
the burden in a degree at least by helping care for 
the survivors. 
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A WORLD AT WAR. 

Writing about Frederick the Great and the Seven 
Years’ War, Macaulay composed this eloquent sen- 
tence: “In order that he might rob a neighbor whom 
he had promised to defend, black men fought on the 
coast of Coromandel and red men scalped each other 
by the Great Lakes of North America.” 

That conflict of 1756 to 1763, known to America 
as the French and Indian War, raged on many re- 
mote horizons. But the present war, also launched 
by a German itarist to “rob a neighbor whom he 
had promised té.@efend,” and to attempt domination 
of the world, has spread its fire and fury many 
leagues farther than the eighteenth-century struggle. 

This is really a World War. The fight has surged 
and subsided, at least for the moment, over all 
Western and Central Europe, sparing only a few 
neutrals. It has ravaged the Balkans, where only 
Turkey remains immune. It has rained death and 
havoc on the British Isles. 

Today there are 38 warring nations, on every con- 
tinent and in every sea. The list of place names 
in one day’s dispatches from the fronts reads like a 
gazetteer: Manila, Cavite, Davao, Mindanao in the 
Philippines. Pearl Harbor, Diamond Head and Hon- 
olulu in Hawali, The Far East, with Tokyo, Chung- 
king, Hongkong, Singapore, Perak, Kedah, Rangoon. 
Magic names of remote islands, such as Borneo, 
Timor, Sumatra, Java, Celebes, Midway, Guam and 
Wake. North Africa’s Derna, Gazala, Bardia, Mekili, 
Sollum. From the long Russian front, Tula, Kalinin, 
Murmansk, Mozhaisk, Kharkov, Taganrog, Lake La- 
doga. San Francisco has blackouts and New York 
has air-raid drilis. Martinique, in the Caribbean, 
enters the news, and Americans patrol Iceland's 


stormy beaches. Australians and New Zealanders

leaguered Hongkong. Bombers are ready in the 
Aleutians, and the Straits of Magellan are to be 
fortified. Britain drafts women, and America is 
mobilizing its industry and its man power. 

All the world, except for a few peaceful oases, is 
at war. Frederick the Great never created anything 
like this, 
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STATE PROBLEMS AS WELL. 

The Illinois Legislature assembled last week for 
what is probably the first of many wartime spe- 
cial legislative sessions over the country. In call- 
ing the lawmakers back to Springfield, Gov. Green 
placed enlargement of the State’s reserve militiamen 
and the State Highway Police force at the top of a 
list of 17 items of business related, in one way or 
another, to national defense and the war. 

Not all states may find it necessary to increase 
their state guards or to enlarge their highway 
patrols, but there are other items in Gov. Green's 
call which deserve attention at other capitols. He 
asks the Illinois legislators to tighten anti-sabotage 
laws. He asks that the State Health Department 
be provided with the means and facilities: for control 
of health conditions near Army posts and in defense 
areas. He asks that defense zones be defined. He 
asks that there be an adequate survey of oil, mineral, 
water and other resources of Illinois, He asks that 
the small appropriation of the State Council of 
Defense be enlarged so that this now important 
agency can shoulder the responsibility thrust upon it 
by the outbreak of war. 

As yet, there is no discussion of a special session 
of the Missouri Legislature “or national defense 
purposes, There is, however, a movement in South- 
east Missouri for a session to restore old-age assist- 
ance payments to the sum in force before the 30 per 
cent reduction by the regular session this year.

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FRANK ADMISSIONS OF NAZI ERROR. 

From the military expert of Adolf Hitler’s own 
newspaper has come one of the frankest admis- 
sions of Nazi error yet to be made within the 
Reich. Writing of the Eastern campaign, Lieut. Col. 
George Soldan says in the Voelkischer Beobachter 
that the Russian soldiers “equal us and are some- 
times even better,” that Germany underrated the 
Soviet military machine, that the economic fre- 
sources of the U. S. S. R. were misjudged, that its 
industrial power was taken too lightly and that Rus- 
sian resistance, after almost six months of bloody 
fighting, “even today is very strong.” 

That information comes, so to speak, from the 
horse’s mouth, and carries, therefore, all the more 
weight with the German people. It is just about 
as sweeping and disheartening a confession of bad 
judgment as a Government could make. 

Propaganda Minister Paul Goebbels yesterday cor- 
roborated these gloomy statements. “We are up 
against an enemy superior in numbers and material” 
in Russia, he confessed, and predicted that America’s 
entry into the war meant a long and hard conflict 
for Germany. 

How do the oppressed people of Germany feel 
when they hear these confessions? The Reich has 
been at war well over two years now, and the road 
still stretches endlessly ahead. Victory must seem a 
will-o’-the-wisp to the German people and the war a 
very dreary treadmill, 
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TOO BUSY MAKING BULLETS. 

There'll be no gala debut for the small-arms am- 
munition plant.

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RUMORS IN WARTIME. 

“Most earnestly I urge my countrymen to reject all 
rumors,” said President Roosevelt in his radio ad- 
dress after the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Rumors are a never-failing accompaniment of 
war. They may be dangerous, or merely confusing 
or absurd. A classic study of their origins and 
effects is found.in a book called “Falsehood in War- 
time” (1928), by Arthur Ponsonby, former member 
of the British Parliament. In one chapter, he dis- 
cusses the report, widely accepted as fact until after 
the war, that Russian troops arrived on the Western 
front late in 1914, 

How did it originate? One theory is that some- 
one saw a telegr: referring to a large shipment 
of eggs moa called “Russians” by the trade. 
Another is a_ soldier's misunderstood remark, 
“They're rushin’ troops to Belgium.” An excited 
French officer near the front is said to have de- 
manded, in a thick accent, “Where are de rations?” 
A tall, bearded soldier declared from a train window 
that he came from “Ross-shire.” 

However it started, the rumor spread like wild- 
fire, and gathered details as it went. Soon second- 
hand or third-hand stories were heard of people who 
saw trainloads of Russians passing through Scotland 
and England, completé with vodka, samovars, 
whiskers, Cossack ponies, rubles and boots covered 
with snow. A telegram from Rome gave “official 
news of the concentration of 250,000 Russian troops 
in France.” Military experts speculated about this 
force, and it was discussed in Parliament. The 
rumor had military value, so the authorities did not 
object to its publication and its spread. Occasional 
denials by officials were disregarded.

Plane vs. Ship: A Long-Range View

Integration of land, sea and air arms is the immediate answer to 
aerial challenge, expert says; thinks air power will replace sea 
power, not by destroying navies, but by substituting planes for 
merchant vessels; cites problems, now apparent, of transition era.

S planes develop in size and striking 

power, their high mobility may result in 

their replacing armored troops on land 
as they will replace ships on the sea, when 
their ability to transport commerce ap- 
proaches that of vessels. At present, how- 
ever, and for some time to come, there 
will be limits to the distance aircraft can 
operate over water or land, and to their 
ability to carry really heavy loads, running 
into hundreds of tons. 

Although aircraft have already started to 
erase the lines of demarcation between the 
land and the sea, and have begun to take 
over both the wartime and peacetime func- 
tions of all forms of transportation and 
combat, nations today must still possess 
the three forms of power—sea, air and 
land—if war is to be conducted successfully. 

Land power and sea power can deal each 
other direct blows by the use of combat 
aircraft, and when transport planes become 
great commercial carriers and the doctrine 
of air power comes into operation, the 
weapon of blockade will no longer be 
wielded by sea power. Until then, the land 
and the sea and the sky are of almost 
equal importance in the combat operations 
of a great war between powerfu] nations, or 
coalitions of powers. Certainly that is one 
of the lessons of the present war. 

That the use of machines by soldiers has 
increased the co-operation between the navy 
and the army was indicated by the efficien- 
cy, co-ordination and speed of the German 
attack on Norway. There soldiers and sail- 
ors and flyers worked together in a way 
that has never before been equaled on so 
large a scale. It was possible because the 
soldiers and flyers were familiar with the 
problems and use of machines, and be- 
cause the leaders had been systematically 
trained in all three forms of war.

As the scope of aviation increases and 
thereby draws land and naval operations 
closer and closer together, this co-opera- 
tion: will increase with it. The essential 
unity of vehicular war not only makes this 
co-operation possible, but demands it. 

The carrier is a very costly vessel to 
build, and a great many of them would 
be needed to keep open the sea lanes. Un- 
til pursuit planes become capable of many 
more hours in the air than they are now,. 
some more economical means must be 
found to combat aerial attacks on shipping, 
if control of the sea is to be maintained. 
The answer, like so many other solutions to 
naval problems, lies in compromise. 

Warships are designed to cgmbine mobil- 


ity with armor for defense and armament 


for hitting power. They must now add to 
that a new factor, defense against aircraft 
Experience shows that this peril can be 
fully met only by other aircraft; hence 
they must be provided. This can be done 
by building cruisers and merchantmen cap- 
able of carrying and launching an adequate 
number of planes. The few aircraft as- 
signed to warships now are not enough. 
The new threat from the sky is an effort 
to control the surface of the ocean and 
hence a problem of sea power. That it can 
be solved by seacraft, the carrier, as it 
apparently will have to be until fighter 
planes increase their range, is but another 
indication that naval might is still highly 
important in the transitional period between 
the reign of sea power and that of air 
power, The length of that period will 


depend on the rapidity of development of 
transport aviation, but the pressure from 
the sky will constantly increase, as will also 
the problems of naval architects and strate- 
gists. 

Aircraft, because of their high speed, can 
use either the most direct route from point 
to point, or can travel circuitously without 
great loss of'time. The approach to a land- 
ing can be made from any direction or any 
height rather than through a well-defined 
and usually narrow channel. The control of 
flying routes, therefore, both close to ter- 
minals or in the great emptiness of space, 
will be infinitely more difficult than con- 
trol of shipping routes has ever been. 

Even if this were not the case, the task 
of aerial blockading squadrons will be more 
arduous than that of naval squadrons be- 
cause of the difficulty and danger of main- 
taining units for long periods of time over 
enemy airports. Warships can “sit” off a 
hostile port almost indefinitely, unless 
driven away by other vessels. Combat 
planes, on the other hand, must keep con- 
stantly on the move, either to remain in 
the air at all or to avoid being destroyed by 
fast fighters. 

* * * 


The aerial blockader will also have a 
weapon which has been denied to the naval 
blockader. That is the bomb. Enemy land- 
ing fields and airports can be rendered use- 
less from the air much more easily than 
can ports and harbors from the sea. Coast- 
al defenses are more effective against ships 
than anti-aircraft is against planes. Bomb- 


ing range is greater than the range of anti- 


aircraft artillery, while the coast defense 
gun can shoot farther and more accurately 
than naval ordnance. 

The plane employed as a weapon against 
shipping, whether naval or merchant, is an 
instrument of sea power. The plane repre- 
sents air power only when it is regarded in 
its double role as an implement of combat 
and as a means of transportation. 

Viewed in that aspect, air power will come 
to dominate warfare, and therefore his- 
tory, in lieu of sea power, not by destroy- 
ing navies in battle, but by replacing mer- 
chant vessels with commercial planes, and 
by controlling the air lanes of the world as 
the sea lanes have been controlled. 

When this replacement has finally oc- 
curred, a doctrine of a theory of air power 
will follow and will be based directly on the 
strategic principles underlying the doctrine 
of sea power. In this lies the ultimate 
destiny of sea power. | 

The nation which shapes a long-range 
policy based on the development of its avia- 
tion along the lines indicated by the doc- 
trine of sea power should eventually achieve 
that command of the air which will some 
day be as important to the fate of the 
world as was the command of the sea dur- 
ing the Napoleonic wars. ,

“On the contrary, purchase by 
the Boatmen’s National Bank, 
which was founded in the period 
in which Bingham flourished as an 
artist, is for the purpose of assur- 
ing their permanent ownership in 
St. Louis and their permanent dis- 
play where they may be seen con- 
veniently by St. Louisans and vis- 
itors to St. Louis.”

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MacArthur—U. S. Defender of Philippines

16 years before. After his term as 
superintendent at West Point, he 
was ordered to the Philippines for 
a second tour of duty there. 
Straight out of the Point he had 
gone to the islands as a young 
second lieutenant in the engineer 
corps to supervise the building of 
docks and wharves. His first stay 
in the Philippines was for a year, 
from 1903 to 1904. His second tour 
in the islands lasted from 1922 to 
1925, as commander of the District 
of Manila, the Twenty-third Infan- 
try Brigade and the Philippine Di- 
vision. During his second tour the 
new Brigadier General was so suc- 
cessful that he was returned in 
1928 to be commander of the en- 
tire Philippine Department of the 
United States Army. 


One of his achievements was the 
reconstruction of Camp John Hay, 
the Army’s rest camp at Baguio, 
a cool mountain resort 150 miles 
north of Manila, currently the 
scene of some fighting with the 
Japanese. The camp had been es- 
tablished early in the American ad- 
ministration but little had been 
done to develop it. Under Mac- 
Arthur it was made into an attrac. 
tive place where officers and en- 
listed men could escape from the 
steamy heat of Manila without 
having the time deducted from 
their furloughs. This did nothing 
to undermine the very solid esteem 
in which he was held throughout 
the service. 

The long background in the 
Philippines might almost have 
been planned to equip MacArthur 
for this present ordeal. Another 
bit of background that is to his 
advantage just now is the year 
he spent on duty in Japan with 
the United States military attache 
there from 1905 to 1906. Return- 
ing from Japan, he served a year 
as aide-de-camp to President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, thereby beginning 
his record of service with the 
Roosevelt family. 

From his last official tour in the 
islands he returned to the United 
States to become Chief of Staff. 
This was another of many “firsts” 
to his credit. He was the young- 
est Chief of Staff and the first 
Chief of Staff to be asked to serve 
an added year beyond the tradi- 
tional tour of duty in that post. 

Up to the time of his appoint- 
ment as Chief of Staff the record 
of his career is an improbable suc- 
cess story. All the good fairies 
in the world were perched on his 
shoulder to guarantee him health, 
wealth and happiness. 

Battle of Bonus Marchers. 

But in 1932, at the bottom of 
the depression, when the tide of 
reaction against World War I and 
the evils that came out of it was 
strongest, MacArthur had some- 
thing of a “comeuppance, 

President Hoover, who had un- 
happily failed to lure prosperity 
around that corner, was plagued 
by the bonus marchers. They 
camped in Washington, a constant 
reminder of his troubles; and 
Hoover was told by his advisers 
that they were inspired by Com- 
munists and other troublemakers. 
On the other hand, the pitiful 
plight of these men and their fam- 
ilies had stirred wide sympathy on 
Capitol Hill. 


Into this highly charged situa- 
tion the showy MacArthur was 
precipitated. Orders came from 
Hoover to drive out the bonus 
army. MacArthur as Chief of 
Staff carried out those orders with 
tanks, tear gas, bayonets. A rag- 
gled rabble fled before a dapper 
General who, according to current 


legend, had put on an immaculate 
‘new uniform, with medals, for the 


occasion. No one was killed and 
there were few major injuries, nev- 
ertheless a flood of criticism burst 
on MacArthur. The whole story 
has never been told and where the 
blame lay is still difficult to say. 
MacArthur himself kept silent. 


Advocate of Mechanization. 

The uproar over the battle of 
the bonus marchers obscured Mac- 
Arthur’s achievements as Chief of 
Staff. He worked day and night 
for modernization and mechaniza- 
tion of the army, preaching every- 
where the need for greater - de- 
fense. It was a period when a 
normally peace-loving nation was 
bent on ignoring the very word 
war, nevertheless MacArthur es- 
tablished the General Headquar- 
ters Air Force and developed the 
four Army organization of our 
land forces, thereby taking a long 
step out of the traditional past. 


Almost. as great a _ personal 
achievement was the fact that he 
stood as high with the buoyant 
Roosevelt as he had with the dour 
Hoover. It was Roosevelt who 
took the unprecedented step of 
extending MacArthur’s tour of 
duty as Chief of Staff. It was 
Roosevelt who approved the loan 
of the retired Chief of Staff to 
the Philippines. 

It is possible that the President 
foresaw the crisis that now exists 
in the Pacific. He knew he could 
depend on MacArthur to do all 
that could be done to make the 
islands defensible. 


“Invasion Proof” Plan. 


With the background of his 
knowledge and experience, Mac- 
Arthur immediately began an in- 
tensive study of the military prob- 
lem. In a short time he presented 
Quezon with a plan for making the 
independent Commonwealth of the 
Philippine Islands “invasion proof.” 
This plan called for compulsory 
training for all youths, the fofma- 
tion of an efficient air force and 
the organization of an off-shore 
patrol of small, swift motor tor- 
pedo boats. 

Within 10 years approximately 
400,000 partly trained men would 
be available for service on short 
notice. The program was to cost 
$8,000,000 a year. At the outbreak 
of the present war, two weeks ago, 
there were approximately 150,000 
Filipino reserves. 

Shortly after MacArthur got the 
program started President Quezon 
made him Field Marshal. A golden 
baton weighing 11 ounces was con- 
ferred on him at just such a dra- 
matic ceremony in Malacanan Pal- 
ace as the General deeply loves. 
In response to a speech from Que- 
zon, the new Field Marshal deliv- 
ered himself of some lush pas- 
sages of the purple rhetoric that 
he cultivates. On the theme of 
the sacrifice of the soldier in 
battle he wound up: 

“, . » He dies unquestioning, un- 
complaining, with faith in his 
heart and on his lips the hope 
that his country will go on to vic- 


tory. He passes, beyond the mists 
that blind us here, to become part 
of that beautiful thing we call the 
spirit of the Unknown Soldier. 
In chambered temple of silence.the 
dust of his dauntless valor sleeps, 
waiting, waiting in the chancery 
of Heaven the final reckoning of 
Judgment day. Only those are fit 
to live who are not afraid to die.” 

There was more, much more, in 
the same vein. The Filipinos loved 
it. They loved the dash and the 
display of their Field Marshal, his 
military airs and graces. He gave 
them a good show—reviews and 
parades which went along with the 
sterner stuff of the training pro- 
gram. 


Opposition and Apathy. 


But even such a dynamic figure 
as Field Marshal MacArthur found 
it difficult to sustain interest. Fac- 
tions grew up, with opposition 
from left wingers. A greater 
handicap was American indiffer- 
ence. The Philippines had been 
granted independence to become 
effective in 1946. With that a 
great many Americans, including 
some in high places, dismissed the 
entire problem. Those little dots 
on the map in the far Pacific 
seemed singularly unimportant. 
Important American residents of 
the Philippines were inclined to 
laugh in private over the Field 
Marshal and the drama he played 
out with himself. They were a 
little jealous, too, perhaps, of the 
Marshal’s handsome penthouse 
atop the Manila Hotel and his 


charming young wife, the former 


Jean Faircloth, whom he met and 
married in 1937. 


A Striking Change. 


A striking change occurred last 
summer. Shortly before he named 
MacArthur commander of the Army 
in the Far East, President Roose- 
velt apparently decided that the 
Philippines could be defended in 
the event of war with Japan. The 
General had won his long argu- 
ment. Not Britain, not even the 
Panama Canal, had so high a prior- 
ity rating as the islands. A proces- 
sion of ships loaded with war ma- 
terials moved across the Pacific to 
Manila Bay. 

The irony is that within so short 
a time—a matter of months or per- 
haps even weeks—the defense of 
the Philippines would have been 
even stronger than it was when 
the Japanese struck their blow. 
One of the tragedies of the Japs’ 
treacherous attack was the loss of 
an unknown number of cargg ships 
with their burden of precious de- 
fense materials for the islands. 


Not Looking for Alibis. 


But in this moment of peril it is 
certain that MacArthur is not look- 
ing for alibis. He has argued re- 
peatedly @the importance of de- 
fending the islands even at great 
sacrifice. When critics declared 
that the position of the Philippines 
was hopeless, MacArthur replied 
that it would take “half a million 
men, $10,000,000,000, tremendous

casualties and three years’ time 
successfully to invade the Philips 
pines.” 

The final issue may turn on the 
relative importance of Singapore 
and the Philippines to the Pacific 
allies. If this decision should go 
against the Philippines, MacArthur 
would find it har< to accept. He 
has never been given to “orderly 
withdrawals.” 

As a strategist, however, he 
would probably eome around to 
what was agreed to be the realis- 
tic view. Newspaper men and dip- 
lomats who have talked with Mac- 
Arthur in recent months all agree 
about his love of showmanship and 
his passion for rhetoric, but they 
also agree that beneath the surface 
he knows his business as a soldier. 

To that business he has devoted 
most of his energy and most of 
his affection. 


Devoted to His Mother. 

The General has been a great ad- 
mirer of attractive and charming 
women to whom he plays the gal- 
lant in a somewhat Victorian man- 
ner; but he can be bold, too. Eve- 
lyn Peyton Gordon, society colum- 
nist on the Washington Daily News, 
tells of meeting MacArthur on 
shipboard when he was returninz 
from a visit to Poland during 
which he had been given more 
showy decorations. 

“The General asked me to dance,” 
Miss Gordon has related. “My lace 
frock was too long. He sent his 
aide for a pair of scissors. ‘Stand 
on that chair,’ commanded the Gen- 
eral. And with that he whacked 
a ragged three inches from the 
hem of my best dinner gown.” 

In 1922 MacArthur married 
Louise Cromwell, a stepdaughter 
of' Edward T. Stotesbury, multi- 
millionaire Philadelphian and one- 
time angel of the Republican party. 
They were divorced in 1929. The 
former Mrs. MacArthur, who is a 
sister of James Cromwell, is now 
married to the actor, Lionel At- 
will, and lives in Washington. 

Next Jan, 26 MacArthur will be 
62. He is lean, and hard, still 
handsome and considerably young- 
er looking than his years. This 
battle of the Philippines is the cul- 
mination of his career and into it 
he is putting all that he has learned 
of soldiering. It is a part of the 
world that he knows and loves and 
of his own choice he is making 
his stand on ground where his fa- 
ther, too, made history. 


On Spot to Be Hero, 

After the outbreak of the war 
in Europe in 1939 friends of Mac- 
Arthur found him in what was for 
him an exceptionally gloomy mood. 
He felt that the main theater 
would be, for a long time at any 
rate, the continent of Europe, and 
he regretted his decision to retire 
when so much was happening in 
the world. He felt on the shelf in 
his island outpost and he may even 
have been a little disillusioned 
with the splendor of his Field 
Marshal’s title. 

Now the whirligig of war has 
shifted and he is the principal actor 
in a drama of tremendous import 
to every American. Manila Bay is 
a name to conjure with. Out of 
the Battle of Manila Bay in the 
Spanish-American War came the 
national hero of that generation— 
Admiral George Dewey; and now, 
with war again raging in the 
Philippines, it is possible that a 
new national hero is on the Pacific 
horizon, 

Some time ago the question arose 
as to whether he should send his 
wife and 3-year-old son back to 
the security of the states. MacAr- 
thur said no. Not all wives and 
children could make the trip back; 


he would not ask for this special | 


privilege, 
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amendment, sponsored by Senator 
Danaher (Rep.), Connecticut, pro- 
posed that one of every three air- 
craft manufactured in this country 
be withheld from sale abroad, It 
was defeated, 59 to 15. Clark voted 
for it, Truman was not recorded.

Important Votes in 1939. 


In 1939 the House- had three im- 
portant defense and neutrality 
votes. That year Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. and C. Arthur Anderson, 
both Democrats, were Representa- 
tives from Missouri. They were 
succeeded by John B. Sullivan 
(Dem.) and Ploeser (Rep.) Reu- 
ben T. Wood, who was then Rep- 
resentative of the Sixth District, 
has been succeeded by Bennett 
(Rep.) 

The first important vote was on 
the successful motion to strike 
out the $5,000,000 asked by the ad- 
ministration for fortification of 
the now captured island of Guam 
in the Pacific. Those voting 
against the appropriation were 
Anderson, William L. Nelson, 
Shannon, Wood, Clarence Cannon 
(Dems.) and Shorf (Rep.) Voting 
for it were John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis, Milton A. Romjue, Richard 
M. Duncan, C. Casper Bell, Clyde 
Williams and Orville Zimmerman, 
all Democrats. Hennings was re- 
corded as not Voting. 


Nine Missouri Democrats voted 
for the 1939 Naval appropriation 
bill. They were Cochran, Hennings, 
Anderson, Nelson, Duncan, Bell, 
Williams, Cannon and Zimmerman. 
Three Democrats, Romjue, Shan- 
non and Wood were not recorded. 
Short voted against the appropri- 
ation bill. 


Neutrality Bill. 


On the administration-sponsored 
Neutrality Bill, two Missourians, 
Zimmerman and Anderson, voted 
for a mandatory embargo on ex- 
ports of arms or ammunition. This 
embargo was opposed by the ad- 
ministration, which was backed by 
Cochran, Hennings, Romijue, Nel- 
son, Duncan, Bell and Williams.

Shannon, Wood and Cannon were 
not recorded. Short was paired 
for the embargo, | 


The next year, this last named 
proposal was again voted on in the 
House. Those voting for it were 
Anderson, Shannon and Short. The 
10 other Missourians supported the 
administration. 


The same three Missourians 
voted against the Neutrality Re- 
vision Conference Report, and the 
10 other Missourians voted for it. 

The timid proposal to expand the 
Navy by 11 per cent, which was 
opposed by only 37 Representatives, 
found the Missouri delegation for 
once unanimous. Even Short voted 
for this. Bell and Wood, however, 
were recorded as not voting. 


In 1941, Short, who had been the 
only Republican in the delegation, 
was joined by Ploeser and Ben- 
nett. Short has been called “an 
Ozark Ham Fish,” and the new- 
comers followed his lead on most 
issues.

James Byrne, member of a pion- 
eer Jefferson County family and 
son of the founder of Byrne’s Mill, 
landmark on the Big River, south- 
west of St. Louis, died of a heart 
attack yesterday at his home there.

Mr. Byrne and his sons, how- 
ever, had already established a 
summer resort in the vicinity of 
the mill dam and he remained in 
active charge of it, discussing cur- 
rent events with his guests. Fond 
of historical anecdotes, he often 
recalled that his father, who came 
from Ireland, built the first dam 
on Big River. Frequently he de- 
scribed maneuvers of the Civil 
War, although he was too young 
for service. at that time. Intensely 
interested’ in the present war, he 
remarked shortly before his death 


‘that he’d like to enlist “and fight 
the Japs.”

from the home at Byrne’s Mill 
Tuesday at 9:30 a. m., to St. Co-

A Nisei 
who grows up with no knowledge 
of Japanese is stymied. The Ameri- 
cans won't accept him. He is out 
of place among his own people. 
Until war was declared, some of 
the best*jobs for Nisei were with 
importers, banks and branch of- 
fices doing busines with Tokyo. 

The original prejudice in this 
country against the Japanese was 
purely economic. The little man 
from the Far East worked harder 
and longer for less than any Amer- 
ican in history. In addition his 
wife and children worked ‘at his 
side. They made good against ob- 
stacles that would have beaten 
and discouraged people of less 
stamina. As a class the Japanese- 
American is not rich but today 
he raises three-fourths of the green 


Rickey Opens First in Effort to Learn 


Hardening Process Discovered by 
Inventor Robert F. Reeves. 


A secret formula for hardening

“I can tell you there is another 
box somewhere,” Rickey remarked 
after reading the first paper. Then, 
reading through the contract, he 
added, “This names the person 
who knows where that box is.”

‘Board Says Funds Paid 


Out for Annuities to Em- 
ployes May Not Be 
Levied on, However.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—In re- 
gard to a pension plan set up by 
the R. E. Funsten Co, of St. Louis 
for officers and employes, with the 
St. Louis Trust Co. as trustee, the 
Board of Tax Appeals decided to- 
day that premiums paid for life 
insurance are income _ taxable 
against beneficiaries of the poli- 
cies, but that premiums on retire- 
ment annuities are not so taxable. 
The board’s report relates that 
in 1937 the Funsten concern adopt- 


ed a pension plan for 10 of its offi- 


cers and employes, selected accord- 
ing to their value to the business. 
Premiums were to be paid yearly 
by the company on annuities due 
the participants upon reaching the 
age of 65 and on life insurance 
policies payable to their heirs in 
case of death before that age. 
Income tax deficiencies alleged 
by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue totaled $9517.21 for «the 
years 1937, 1938 and 1939 in the 
case of six of the participants.

“Considering the life insurance 


feature, it appears that the trus- 


tee is no more than a conduit from 


the insurer to the befReficiaries of 


the insured. Each petitioner stood

We 
think therefore that the portion of 
the premiums allocable to life in- 
surance is taxable.”

VULNERABILITY OF 


FLEET AT ‘ANCHOR ©

WO weeks after the naval dis- 

aster at Pearl Harbor the na- 

‘tion has turned over to a pres- 
idential board the task of sifting 
the facts while a united people 
get on with the war to avenge that 
Japanese surprise attack. 

At first blush and coupled with 
subsequent British sea losses in the 
Pacific, Pearl Harbor seemed like- 
ly to mark definitely the decline 
of sea power as opposed to air 
power. But second thoughts do not 
yet bear that out, for the greatest 
mystery is how it happened that 
enough battle craft to account for 
nearly 3000 American dead and 
six ships sunk were riding at har- 
bor moorings there that tragic Sun- 
day morning. 

Up to that fateful hour it had 
seemed certainly established that 
no fleet would ever risk its fight- 
ing units or essential auxiliaries 
in any harbor base, however well 
defended, in time of international 


strategy. 

World War records show mobil- 
ion of the fleet was Britain's 
fir move as war on the continent 
threatened. Yet it was a sea mobili- 


zation and covered by a_ radio 
blackout for the fighting ships. 
That was every naval power’s an- 
swer to the dangers of surprise at- 
tack, since terribly enhanced by 
development of effective air bomb- 
ers and torpedo planes. 

The torpedo plane is an Ameri- 
can conception and was first 
brought to success in this country. 
It was developed primarily as a 
‘means of attacking fleets in land- 
locked and gun-defended base har- 
bors. In this war, it is proving in- 
creasingly more menacing to sea 
power than bombing planes. 

Yet the answer, so far as guard- 
ing against surprise attack on*a 
fleet at moorings is concerned, 
seemed simple to naval experts. 
It was to withdraw the fleet to a 
secret sea rendezvous at the first 
hint of war-like tension with any 
Power equipped to deal a surprise 
blow. 

At sea the fleet is always under 
steam, its guns crews always at 
stand-by. It has elbow room and, 
above all, the factor of conceal- 
ment on wide waters behind its 
own far-flung sea and air scout 
screens. 
This writer does not know how 
much of the fleet was in or near 
Pearl Harbor at the time of at- 
tk. Certainly there were too 
ny ships immobilized. The death

G. C. Clevender Gives Up 
on Indictment Charging 
Fraud in Purchase of 
Equipment for State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 20. — 
Grover ,C. Clevenger, former State 
Director of Penal Institutions, was 
released on $1000 bond today fol- 
lowing his surrender on an indict- 
ment, voted by the Cole County 
grand jury, charging him with 
making false and fraudulent rep- 
resentations with intent to defraud 
the State in the purchase of prison 
equipment. 

Named in the same indictment 
were Henry Cason, former chief 
engineer at the State Penitentiary, 
who surrendered last Thursday, 
and Herbert Wolcott of Columbia, 
a salesman of water softening 
equipment, who surrendered today. 

Cason and Wolcott were also re- 
leased on $1000 bonds returnable 
at the February term of Circuit 
Court. 

The indictment charges that 
Clevenger and Cason approved a 
bil! for $472 presented by Wolcott 
for labor and materials for two 
water softeners which never were 
furnished. 

Clevenger, whose home is in 
Columbia, was Director of Penal 
Institutions for two years until 
last June. Previously he had been 
head of the State Intermediate Re- 
formatory at Algoa. He is now a 
Lieutenant Commander in the 
Navy on active duty at the re- 
cruiting office in St. Louis. 

Both Clevenger and Wolcott de- 
clined to make any comment. Wol- 
cott’s attorney told reporters that 
Wolcott had asked for an account- 
ing and that if he owed the State 
any money “he would be glad to 
pay it.” 

The indictment was the sixth 
voted by the grand jury, which has 
been investigating alleged graft in 
the last session of the Legislature 
and also delving into prison ad- 
ministration, The jury is in ad- 
journment until early January.

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Fanatical Moros Expected to Fight 
Japs as They Once Did Americans 


By RUSSELL BRINES 
MANILA, Sunday, Dec. 21 (AP). 
—Bolo-swinging Moros, the tough- 
est warriors encountered by Amer- 
icans in the Philippine insurrection 
at the turn of the century, may 
now throw in their lot with the 
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defenders of this island archi- 
pelago. - 

Moro leaders have expressed a 
desire to organize their followers 
for a fight unto death against the 
Japanese and the war drums are 
throbbing through the wild hinter- 
land inhabited by these fierce 
tribesmen. 

There are thousands of these 
Moros on Mindanao Island, and 
now that the Japanese have land- 
ed there in force they are expect- 
ed to aid the United States Army 
in fighting the invaders, whom 
they hate. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur well 
knows the fighting qualities of the 
Moros. 

His father, Gen. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur, the first American mili- 
tary Governor of the Philippines, 
was the first American to fight 
them duri the insurrection. 

Girding .themselves tightly with 
cloth to ee the shock of bul- 
lets, the Moros charged entrenched 


the anxiety of Moro leaders to get 


troops, using only bolos for weap- 
ons. 
Spurred by fanatical zeal, they 
stormed through veritable hails of 
bullets to reach the American po- 
sitions and swing with deadly ef- 
fect their razor-sharp knives, be- 
fore dropping dead themselves 
with many bullets in their tough 
bodies. 
On jhe basis of the Moros’ feats 
in that conflict, the United States 
Army increased the caliber of its’ 
rifles because those used then 
failed to halt the tribesmen. 


Since the insurrection Moro 
Juramentados have slashed to 
death hundreds of constabulary- 
men in the belief that by slaying 
a Christian they then will reach 
the Mohammedan heaven. 

Before the Japanese invasion 
Army authorities believed the 
Moros would use the same tactics 
in disposing of any Japanese in- 
vaders. The stout morale of all 
Filipinos of every class and tribe 
since the start of the conflict and

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‘Game Farms in Mi i 


Those who attended the annual 
meeting of the St. Louis Conseer- 
vation Federation last week heard 
Director L. T. Bode. express the at- 
titude of the Commission on the 
topic. Briefly it is that the Com- 


mission considers game farms and 
hatcheries an extravagance until 
you have provided adequate living 
quarters for the game and fish 
when they arse released. 

For that reason Missouri concen- 
trates on a program stressing de- 
velopment of soil, water, forestry, 
food and cover in the belief that 
with proper natural environment 
created, wildlife and fish will in- 
crease without a created push, 

However, it was added by Bode 
that at some later date a system

would probably’ be installed—but 
not until after proper environment 
had been created. 
Good in Illinois. 

Illinois, with a budget several 
times as large as the $715,000 esti- 
mated for 1942 in Missouri, has an 
elaborate system of game farms 
that are paying dividends. There is 
no question but that they serve 
a good purpose and the utopia of 
wildlife restoration is to have both 
the environment-program and the 
farm and hatchery program work- 
ing hand in hand. 

The plan which attracts most at- 
tention in our sister state is that 
of the upland bird farms. Annual- 
ly there are more than 100,000 quail 
and pheasant released from state- 
managed farms. The State con- 
trols the incubator farms, then 


ganizations a certain number of 
birds to rear, under the supervi- 
sion of State agents. 


Chief Accomplishment. 


One of the principal benefits de- 
rived from the system of game 
farms and fish hatcheries comes 
with the distribution, It is some- 
thing tangible that can be pointed 
to as an accomplishment by the 
Commission, Statements of “50, 
000 black bass fry” and “25,000 bob- 
white” stir the souls of all sports- 
men who never stop to consider 
that the 50,000 fry, measuring about 
an inch in length, have to be placed 
in just the proper spots to assure 
5 per cent survival to legal length. 

Of course, if proper environment 
is provided, this planting cannot be 
beaten. It is an expensive one 
with a huge outlay necessary for 
eggs, incubators, buildings, miles 
of chicken-wire fencing and a 
staff of competent help. But, it 
is something that is worth con- 
sidering in Missouri.

O enroll about 77,000 civilian 
y ertnee workers for St. Louis 

and St. Louis County, place 
each individual where he will be 
most effective, see that he is 
properly trained and equipped, and 
to weld the entire group into an 
organization that can ,cope effi- 
ciently with any conceivable war 
disaster—that’s a rough idea of the 
job that is keeping Civilian De- 
fense Co-ordinator Harry D. Mc- 
Bride at his desk in the City Hall 
12 to 14 hours a day. 

Add another 25,000 volunteer 
workers in non-defense welfare 
work, plus some 60,000 wardens, 
guards, fire-fighters 
workers in the individual defense 
organizations of industries and 
buildings, give existing social agen- 
cies .their assignments, and the 
meaning of the phrase “total de- 
fense in total war” begins to 


emerge. 
Enrollment of volunteer workers 


will begin tomorrow afternoon and 
evening in all public schools and 
many private and parochial schools 
in the city and county. A staff of 
1500 interviewers already has been 
trained to help volunteers fill out 
their registration blanks. , 

“Never from the first day,” Mc- 
Bride said yesterday, “has there 
been any doubt in my mind that 
the response of the people of St. 
Louis would be adequate to meet 
the needs of civilian defense in St. 
Louis. 

“More than 1000 persons volun- 
teered in advance, before any pub- 
lic reference to the enrollment was 
made. While many of them may 
have expressed preference for a 
certain type of work, more than 
90 per cent showed their spirit by 
adding that they were ready and 
eager to do any sort of job as- 

“signed to them.”

Civilian defense duties have

Decontamination corps, 1500, 
under medical services and streets 
and sewers-functions. This group 
will combat gas, chemically neu- 
tralizing “blister gas” or vesicants. 


Removal of dud or delayed ac- 
tion bombs will be handled by 
picked and trained members of the 
regular police department. 

A defense organization indepen- 


dent of McBride’s setup is the 
air-craft .warning service, which 
will operate directly under the 
Army Air Force interceptor com- 
mand. 


The service will consist of ob- 
servation posts, one in every 32 
square miles, where observers will 
watch enemy planes and report 
their movements to filter centers. 
On the basis of information from 
many observation posts, the filter 
centers compute the speed and di- 
rection of the planes, relaying the 
information to the interceptor 
command and to cities in the path 
of the invaders. 

In addition to those listed, an 
undetermined number of women 
workers will be needed to operate 
emergency stations for the feeding 
and clothing of persons whose 
homes .have been destroyed, and 
still more volunteers can be used 
for a wide range of social work 
and morale activities. 

All told, McBride and his assist- 
ants feel reasonably sure that any 
man, woman or child who wants 
to help in the civilian defense 
work can be given a useful job.

If you would avoid colds, don’t 
let yourself get over-tired or hun- 
gry, or run-down. Exposure to 
dampness, wet and cold lowers 
resistance to this ailment, too. 
Don’t get chilled and don't sit 
around in damp clothes or with 
wet feet. Don’t let your home be- 
come overheated; have good ven- 
tilation without drafts. 

Stay away from persons with 
the sniffles, coughs and sneezes, 
if you don't want their germs.

CRANBERRY CONFITURE 
{Bar le Duc Type) 

One quart cranberries, two cups 
sugar, one cup water. 

From the quart of aennerion 
grade out one pint of berries ich 
are perfect and of uniform size, 
selecting the smaller berries for 
the recipe. (The rest may be 
used to make jelly.) Wash the 
selected berries in cold water; 
drain thoroughly. Put sugar and 
water in wide, shallow pan, Bring 
to a boil and let boil for five min- 
utes. Then add the selected ber- 
ries (two cups), gradually bring 
again to boiling point, cover vessel 
tightly, remove from fire and let 
stand for several hours. The con- 
riture can then be transferred to 4 
giass jar or dish and kept in the re- 
frigerator until needed. The hot 
syrup will retain enough heat to 
soften the berries if the cooking 
vessel is covered after the berries 
have been dropped in. Each berry 
will be whole, transparent and 
look like a jewel in ruby syrup.

CAKE CRUMB PUDDING 

Two cups cake crumbs, two egg 
yolks, one ‘teaspoon baking powd- 
ér, one-half cup sugar, one-half 
teaspoon mace, or grated rind of 
one lemon; two tablespoons melted 
butter, two cups milk, jelly. 

Beat egg yolks slightly, adding 
sugar. Stir in crumbs, baking 
powder, flavoring, melted butter 
and milk; mix well. Turn into 
baking dish and bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) 45 minutes. 
Remove from oven and cover en- 
tire top of pudding with jelly. 
Then cover jelly with meringue 
top.

HE air ig full of trouble, Peo- 
T nie are plainly worried, The 

young men are called for war 
service; laws are being passed, 
hinting strongly of difficulties 
ahead; the costs of living rise dai- 
ly; there is no security in the 
minds of the people. These are 
troubled times, 

Worry is a terrible drain on the 
health. It destroys the appetite, 
breaks sleep, cheats one of rest, 
spoils effective work, and finally 
puts the sufferer in bed. Grown 
people understand this a = little; 
children not at all. They catch 
worry as they catch disease, and it 
affects them the same way, rob- 
bing them of health and strength 
and the power to think clearly 
and work well. 

We would do our best—we are 
doing our best—to prevent disease 
from attacking the children. We 
must count worry in with diseases 
and do our best to prevent it from 
injuring them. : 

Worry is allied to fear. Fear 
strikes and the mind fastens on 
it-and worries the fear as a dog 
worries his prey. If we can de- 
stroy fear we have no worry to 
treat, so it is clear that we must 
condition children for courage.

FIRST, KEEP from them any- 
thing that might cause fear as long 
as it is possible. Don’t talk about 
things that create fear. Keep a 
grave face on whatever befalls and 
give the children an example of 
calm courage whatever happens. 

Strengthen their souls against 
fear in time of trouble... 

Recently a tiny girl was lost in 
the great forest that covers one of 
our New Engiand mountains. For 
days and flights she was alone, 
without food or shelter or human 
companionship. And she lived. 
She lived through a trial that by 
ordinary standards should have 
killed her because she had no fear. 
Courage works miracles. Talk 
about courage; teach it; practice 
it, and so build in the children a 
bulwark against fear, which will 
eliminate worry. , : 

Don’t talk about war unless you 
must and even then show no fear 
before the children. We are not 
afraid, and we must not allow our 
feelings to betray us into weak- 
sess that allows fear to rise. We 
in America can and will meet any 
necessity. 

We need not talk about it. All 
we need to do is to know it, and 
keep knowing it, and hold on to 
our faith in our American way of 
being and doing. The children 
will catch that spirit and live in 
se faith, and they will worry 
ess. 
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WE FOUND a child worrying for 
fear there would be no milk for 
the babies. She had a baby sister 
at home. We told her about the 
cows, the great herds of beautiful 
cows this country had, and of the 
milk that came from them in a 
river of loveliness, strength and 
health, and sent her home smiling. 

Guard against talking about 
food being scarce, milk being ‘too 
costly to buy; bombs falling on 
houses; enemies within our gates. 

We older ones can attend to all 
that, and are attending to it. We 
can spare the children; and when 
they catch a hint of worry in our 
voices or in our eyes, hasten to 
assure them that we will be on 
hand to take care of them and that 
the good God who sent them here 
will never forget them. We must 
talk, teach and practice courage.

AVING passed through the 

successive stages of neutrality,

English Is a Language 
Of Remarkable Richness

Now, some readers may not be 
quite sure what is meant by the 
term “idiom,” s0 let us explain 
what an idiom is before proceed- 
ing with this discussion, 

An idiom is a word, phrase, or 
figure of speech that, taken literal- 
ly, doesn't make sense. For ex- 
ample, “make the ship fast to the 
pier,” translated into another lan- 
guage, would be utterly devoid of 
meaning, thus: “construct the ship 
speedy to the pier.” 


Idioms are slang terms that have 
come to live on the right side of 
the railroad tracks. Of the mod- 
ern languages, English and French 
are especially idiomatic. But Eng- 
lish and French idioms are not 
alike, nor can they be interchanged 
by . translation. 


The New Webster’s uses more 
than 3000 words in explaining the 
vast number of idiomatic meanings 
of the simple English verb BREAK 
(to shatter into pieces). Imagine, 
then, the confusion of the French 
student of English who encounters 
the word break in conversation 
with his tutor. 


Let us look in on our French 
friend, M. Jules Henri Hercule 
Jacques-Francois de la Gauche, as 
he arrives at his tutor’s for his 
weekly lesson in English conversa- 
tion: 

Tutor: Good evening, Jules. Is 
there anything in particular you'd 
like to discuss this evening?

'How Green Was My Valley’ Recalls 
Lite in Wales Half a Century Ago.

EW motion pictures can cast a spell that will last longer than we 
b fare forth into daylight of take nourishment at the corner drug- 

store. And anyone who would allow himself to go about en- 
chanted as a result of seeing “South of Tahiti” or “Sing Another 
Chorus” isn’t safe to let loose in traffic, even in such a jaywalking 
city as this center of population. But occasionally there does come a 
film that casts a spell. 


Now you're not a Welsh coal miner and I’m not either, and 
neither is that guy over there, but I daresay all of us will feel we 
have lived the experiences of “How Green Was My Valley,” the Fox 
Theater’s great picture of the week.

All-Russian Program 
For Week's Concerts 


N all-Russian program, with 

Rimsky-Korsakoff’s “Schehera- 

zade” Suite and Tschaikow- 
sky’s “Pathetique” Symphony as 
its major works and first St. Louis 
performance of the final dance 
from Shostakovitch’s ballet, “The 
Golden Age” as an introductory 
selection, will be presented by the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra and 
Conductor Vladimir Golschmann at 
the regular concert dates on Fri- 
day afternoon and Saturday night. 


The following week end, that of 
Jan. 2, 3 and 4, the orchestra will 
be heard in support of the Ballet 
Russe de Monte Carlo, making its 
annual visit to the Opera House. 


Shostakovitch’s “The Golden 
Age,” which has been described by 
the composer as an “athletic bal- 
let,” was first produced in Lenin- 
grad Oct. 26, 1930, and the ballet 
music was published in 1935. The 
coneert suite derived from the bal- 
let begins with a gay introduction. 
An adagio provides the traditional, 
slow movement, and the next 
movement, a polka, suggests a vil- 
lage band, with general jollifica- 
tion following. The work closes 
with a dance, in a mood of rustic 
merry-making. 

The distinguished Russian com- 
poser’s ballets have been called 
musical indictments of the non-So- 
viet man. But even so, Shostako- 
vitch has not always enjoyed the 
favor of the higher powers. 
second opera, “Lady Macbeth of 
the District of Mzensk,” produced 
in December, 1935, drew condemna- 
tion from the authoritative Pravda 
as theatrically vulgar and music- 
ally formalistic. His Fifth Sym- 
phony, however, presented in No- 
vember, 1937, brought him into bet- 
ter repute, 


Rimsky-Korsakoff based his pop- 
ular “Scheherazade” Suite on the 
Arabian “Thousand and One 
Nights.” Offering no explicit in- 
structions for the listener he said 
all he wanted was that the: hearer, 
if he liked the piece as “symphonic 
music,” should carry away the im- 
pression that it is an Oriental nar- 
rative of numerous fairy tale won- 
ders. Composition of a program, 
thus, is left to the listener, 


The preface to one edition of the 
suite tells the story. Sultan Schah- 
riar had sworn to kill each of his 
wives after one night, because 
he was convinced women are un- 
faithful. But Sultana Sclreherazade 
escaped the fate of her harem col- 
leagues by diverting Schahriar 
with stories for a thousand and 
one nights. Becoming interested in 
the stories, he put off the execu- 
tion from episode to episode, and 
at last renounced entirely his 
bloody vow. “Scheherazade” inci- 
dentally, is a favorite in the reper- 
tory of the Ballet Russe, 

+ & 
HE “Pathetique” Symphony 
was Tschaikowsky’s last work. 
It was first played in St. 
Petersburg on Oct. 28, 1893, the 
composer died the following Nov. 6. 

Tschaikowsky wanted to keep 
his listeners guessing about the 
work. In a letter to his nephew, 
Viadimir Davidov, to‘ whom the 


1893, the composer wrote: 

“The idea came to me for a new 
symphony; a symphony with a pro- 
gram, but a program of a kind 
which remains an enigma to all. 
May they break their heads over 
it.” 

Tschaikowsky had suffered sev- 
eral blows, chief of which was his 
abandonment by his benefactor, 
Mme. Nadejda von Mack, who had 
been his friend, confidante and 
confessor. Coupled with this was 
the death of his sister in April, 
1891. He destroyed his first at- 
tempt at a sixth symphony, which 
he began while under the influ- 
ence of his sister’s death, but later 
got the accepted idea for his 
“Sixth Symphony”—the riddle he 
would bequeath to the world. 

The composer wrote that he put 
his whole soul into the symphony. 
His brother characterized the work 
as an “act of exorcism” to “cast 
out the dark spirits which had 
possessed him.” . Although the sym- 
phony was received coldly at its 
first performances, Tschaikowsky 
considered it “the best thing I ever 
composed or shall compose.” His 
brother, Modeste, suggested “Pa- 
thetique” for the title. 

* The first movement is tenderly 
reminiscent. The gay second is 
followed by the march-scherzo in 
the third, suggesting bitterness, 
and the finale sings a dirge,

Judith Anderson Gets Psychiatrist's 
Help With Shakespearean Murderess.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP). 
HE most highly praised piece of acting by a woman on Broaq. 
way today is indubitably Judith Anderson’s playing of Lady Mac. 
beth in the Maurice Evans production of the Shakespeare 
tragedy. 
There is nothing accidental in this success, for Miss Anderson 
approached the part as scientifically as was possible and, being a 
woman not only of searching intelligence but more than ordinarily 
honest judgment, she is the first to give credit where credit is due— 
in this instance to a psychiatrist. bp 


This anonymous gentleman is a 
friend of Miss Anderson’s whom 
she consulted when she began pre- 
paring for Lady Macbeth’s sleep- 
walking scene. Actresses tradition- 


ture the expressive hands of Lady 
Macbeth digging in a garden and 
attacking slugs and snails and in. 
sects. And it is only Miss Ander. 
son’s persuasiveness which getg 
the idea across. 

She has worked in the movies, 
but like most experienced actresgeg 
finds the work not completely sat- 
isfying. 

“A day’s work is exhausting but 
there is no sense of accomplish- 
ment. A scene is shot ten times, 
The dressers and makeup men are 
always standing by. You start a 
picture in the middle or even at 
the end. You can’t project your 
voice. Your gestures are limited, 
your movements confined. The 
camera and the microphone, ma- 
chines, and the men in the cut- 
ting room do the work. 

“The theater, on the other 
hand, is exhausting but also ex. 
hilirating.” 

It was sczgested to Miss Ander. 
son that first nights must be hor- 
rible ordeals. 

“Yes, they are,” she said. “A 
numbness comes over you in the 
morning. You begin'to perspire 
through sheer nervousness. You 
decide to walk instead of taking a 
cab and you find your walk is un- 
steady. Then you recover slightly 
and worry that you may be ex- 
hausting your energy. And the 
second night and the third and the 
fiftieth can, be almost as bad.” 

Miss Anderson, born in Adelaide, 
South Australia, has been on the 
stage since she was 17. She played 
all kinds of parts in costume plays 
in Australia and still believes cos- 
tume plays give considerable aid 
to an actor or actress in learning 
the use of his or her body. 

Right now she would like to get 
back to California to be with her 
mother and to work in her garden.

“Her actions,” said Miss Ander-— 
son the other day, “were not at all 
as I had imagined they would be. 
There was no light, gliding walk. 
She put her feet down firmly as 
though to grip the floor. Her body 
was tense and all of one piece in 
her movements. When she was 
spoken to, she turned not merely 
her head as a waking person does 
when he hears a sound behind him, 
but she turned her whole body.” 
Next, the doctor told the girl 
her hands were smeared with lip- 
stick and that she should try to 
wash it off, and then suggested to 
her that try as she would, the lip- 
stick would not go. 

The girl, holding her hands rigid, 
rubbed the palm of first one hand, 
then the other, against the back 
of the other hand with a hard 
stiff motion away from the body. 
Now this action fitted preciseley 
with Miss Anderson’s conception 
of how Lady Macbeth ought to do 
it, for the actress believes the 
smell of Duncan’s blood was in 
the nostrils and throat of Mac- 
beth’s lady and not on her hands 
alone.

Victor Borge Signed

HE Danish-born comedian, Vic- 
Tee: Borge, has made such a hit 

with listeners to Bing Crosby’s 
hour Thursday nights that he has 
been signed for a series of ap- 
pearances. Until his appearance 
with Crosby Dec. 4, Borge was 
virtually unknown to Americans, 
although in Europe he had been 
a star for a dozen years or more.

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Filipino Troops 


Filipino troops manning an American anti-aircraft 
machine gun mounted on an American-made scout car. 
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Lieuténant-General Douglas MacArthur, commander 
of the United States Army Forces in the Far East 
since last July. A World War hero as commander 
of the Rainbow Division, he was Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army from 1930 to 1935, then on 
retirement was appointed Field Marshal of the 
Philippine Army to train that island's native 
soldiery.

HE determined defense of the Philippine Islands against Japan- 
ese bombings and invasion forces rests chiefly on the Filipino 
soldiers themselves, as far as infantry operations are con- 

cerned, until the garrisons can be reinforced from Hawaii, 5000 
miles across the Pacific. Filipinos contribute probably 90 per cent 

the United States Army forces in the islands. is includes 
Phi e Scouts, regulars of the Filipino Army who were inducted 
into armed services of the United States last July, and the 
reserve of men trained for five and one-half months in the compul- 
sory training program initiated in 1935; probably half of this reserve 
had been called into uniform when the Japanese attacked. 

These little brown men make good soldiers, Americon Army 
officers report. They are bright, quick to learn, eager, take pride 
in military service, and the farmers among them have great endur- 
ance. During a recent test mobilization, some reserve soldiers 
walked 50 ct So in two days to join their regiments, and existed on 
allowances of 15 cents a day while en route.
